Jt wai 
frecleJ by an associjliou in 1853, for the 
txhiUtion of the second Woild's Fair, and 
wit inaugurated with great pomp and dis- 
plsy,—the Pretidect ol tbc United States

wu eminently grand or.d imposing in its 
upect, and iu loftv and majestic dome, as 
one of the prominent ear-marks of ihe me- 
tropolis, was conspicuous at a g eat dii- 
Unce. 


Theactiuloriginol cost of the Cij'slal 


I'alace was upwards of $700,1100, anil *ith 
til in beauty, convenience and magnificent 
proportions, it too* beanie apparent that 
it could ntter pay. Krai the magic finan- 
cier, P. T. Bsrnu-n, proved incapable of 
mating it a paying concern, or eren of ex- 
tricating it from the doom of insolvency 
under which it had fallen at a yery earlv 
period after iu erection. 
Varioui plain 


were proposed and tried in its behalf, but 
til to little purjiose, and at list it was 
leased to the American Institute at a year- 
1/rtntof $0,000, which was considerably 
less than one per cent, on its cost.—U had 
b«n offered for sale at $125,000, but with- 
out finding t purchaser. 


The Palace was built on leased ground 


belonging lo tho city i and the lease ex- 
piring in June last, Iho Corporation ejected 
the agents and thouseUn took possession. 
There was, or was to hart been, some legal 
question raited in regard tot'iis proceeding 
but we hare heard nothing as to the result. 


At the time of tho Grc, the annual fair o] 


the American Institute was in progress in 
the Palace—a «ry large und showy exhi- 
bition. Including the fine.-t specimens in 
nearly e«ry ring,; of irtistir, mechanical 
and minuftcluring skill—tho total talue of 
which could scarcely have fallen short ol 
Half a Million of Dollars. The whole of 
this unit property fell a prey to the de- 
vouring clement.
